As many of our renders are interested 
in the recent tragedies in the family of 
Frank Smith of Milford, Nebraska, a for- 
mer resident of this place, the following 
article clipped from the "Blue Vallev 
Blade" published at So ward, 'Nebraska, 
has been handed to us for publication. 

"The community in the neighborhood 
•of the Smith home, southwest of Milford. 
was startled yesterday morning by the an- 
nouncement that Eugene Smith, son of 
JPrsnk Smith, had hung himself at the 
*home of his father at an early hour, after 
leaving a note saying that he was inno- 
cent, of killing his mother, who died as the 
result of a blow on the left side of the hend 
inflicted with a single-tree on Dice ruber 
16 of last year. 

Eugene Smith and his father, Frank 
Smith, were in Seward Monday, the for- 
mer beiag before the grand jury as a wit- 
sens in the cose of the murder of his mother 
•which the jury has been investigating. 
He was extremely nervous while on the 
•stand, and was to return the next day for 
.further examination. He left Seward 
about 6:30 in the evening for home, his, 
father remaining in Seward over night, 
having business in the district court. He 
arrived homo before o'clock and did the 
'chores, had supper and retired about 9;30 
■Ho appeared restless and worried before re 
'tiring, and during the night got up and 
•went out of the house about 3 o'clock, re- 
turning, to his room later. He got up 
■again five minutes before 5 and was not 
seen again until discovered by Mrs. Graham 
the koueekeeper, who found him hanging 
in the driveway of the corn cribb about 
1 o'clock, who immediately notified Mr. 
.Ackerman and Mr. Rich by 'phone, who 
•are neighbors of the Smith's, Mr. Rich, 
who had earlier 'phoned to the housekeep- 
er that he wanted to tulk to Eugene, had 
.started for the Smith place and arrived 
there shortly after the discovery of the 
body by Mrs. Graham, and upon examina- 
tion found that he had evidently been 
dead for some time. - ' 

Coroner VVertman, Sheriff Gillan and 
Frank Smith were notified, and left im- 
mediately for the scene of the tragedy, ar- 
riving at the farm between 8 and 9 o'clock 
The body was cut down by Coroner Wert- 
man and an inqueBt was held. The evi- 
dence of Mrs. Graham, the housekeeper, 
and a woman who was visiting her, was 
.that the deceased had gotten up about 5 
o'clock and left the house. The women 
aroie an hour later and prepared breakfast 
and remarked that Eugene bad not yet 
taken the milk pails, and Mrs. Graham 
went to the door and called him but got 
no response. A little later Mr. Rich called 
tip over the phone ond wanted to speak 
to Eugene. She called him again and got 
bo answer, and told Mr. Rich that she 
would hunt him up and have him call him 
tip. She went to the barn and called, and 
getting no answer went to another part 
of the barn yard where she thought he 
might be, and in passing the double corn 
crib 'discovered his body hanging in the 
driveway, and immediately notified the 
, neighbors by 'phone. Mr. Rich soon ar- 
rived. The body was left hanging until 
tho Coroner cut it down. A jury was ira* 
pannelled and returned a verdict that tbe 
deceased came to his death by bis own hand 
for reasons to the jury unknown. 

The deceased was about thirty-six yean 
of age. He was married about two yean 
ago, but only lived with his wife a short 
time it is said. That he contemplated 
taking bis life is evidenced from the fact 
that on Monday evening, after leaving the 
grand jury room, he .showed Attorney R. 
P.' Anderson his will and insurance policy 
for 2,000 in the K. O. T. M., order, which 
were both in favor of his deceased mother 
and asked Mr. Anderson to whom the 
property would revert in case of his death 

He left the following note on tho leaf of 
•a bank book M am innocent. Please 
have Mr. Rich preach my funeral. A; E. 
Smith." _____

He was sadly in need -of 'some covering 
for his body, but there was the detachment 
waiting for him to come out so with' 
a look of despertion he . pelted up 
the road with the men thuuderings after 
him. 

On the way ho stampeded n mixed pinic 
party, numbers of which ran screaming 
away at his approach, and was finally cap- 
tared and brought buck to the fort, this 
time with the clothes on.

WHOLE STATE 

High honors in the first day's shooting 
in the Illinois State Sportmsmen's, tourn- 
ament, which is being held at the Chica- 
go Gun Club prounds, went to Jay R. 
Graham of Fox Lake, brother to Super- 
visor Thomas Graham, and one of the 
younger brothers of the Graham family of 
shooters, when he won the 100 target event 
for the $800 board of trade diamond 
medal. 

Graham's victory came after a hrfrd 
fought match with the best marksmen in 
Illinois, and not until be had defeated 
Lem Willard in an extra round affair, 25 
to 22 targets. 

Both Graham, 21 yards, and Willard 
20 yards, scored 93 clays out of 100, while 
H.| Dunnoll. also of Fox Lake, registered 
95. George Roll, counted 91. B. Dunnell 
of Fox Lake, counted 90 to his credit, 
the last two named were on the twenty 
yard line. 

This event brought out the most ex- 
citement of the day, as several out of town 
men of the highest reputations entered 
with the intention of carrying the much 
sought prize away from the Cbicagoans, 
who have held control of the medal for a 
number of years. 

Dread of Marble Portraits. 
"One peculiarity of human uaturo 
that I am reminded of dally," said a 
sculptor, "Is the disinclination of tho 
average man to look upon himself re- 
produced: In marble. The sight strlkei 
him with positive dread. It makes him 
feol as if he were looking on his own 
lifeless body.

Tho 
sight of one's face, one's flguro, one's- 
clothes rn a picture evokeB nothing 
but pleasurable omotlonB, If well done, 
but to boo one's self carved out of 
marble produces such an overpower- 
ing eenso of death that many sensitive 
persons put off immortalization at tho 
hands of a sculptor until, they are re- 
ally dead." 



5,000 Window frames Made by a Manu- 
facturer in Ohio Condemned— En- 
tire Work Held up as Result 



Hundreds of laborers, brickmasons, car- 
penters and inspectors have been idle at 
the naval training station for the past 
week and according to present indications 
will be laid off or paid off within the next 
few days unless complications that have 
arisen lately are overcome and everything 
takes a more advanced nature in the eyes 
of those in charge of the work. 

Recently 5,000 wiudow frames of all 
sizes and dimensions, for use in the , larger 
buildings at the station,- which were only 
shipped Saturday last, wpre found to be 
other than were called for in the speciflca- 
tions. The result was thev were condemned 
and will bo thrown aside at the" cost of the 
maker, whose place of business is at Day- 
ton, Ohio. 

It is estimated that the cost of the con- 
demned frames will reach as high as 
15.000. 

The mason work which had previously 
proceeded as far as possible and which wus 
awaiting the arrival of the frames, will be 
forced to stop. 

It was learned at the station that speci- 
fications called for white .pine frames; 
thoBo sent were composed of a little of 
everything. 

This condemnation ties up all the build- 
ing work at the station. Hundreds of 
men have been thrown out of work bv the 
action of the maker, and it is understood 
nnd affirmed that he will be forced to stand 
nil damages should an investigation prove 
that it was his fault that tbe specifications 
were not lived up to. 

Local carpenters who have visited the 
station are of the opinion that when n care- 
ful investigation is made tbe results may 
lead to the government accepting the 
frames, as some are of the opinion that the 
frames are made of western white pine. 
This material is equally as good as the 
eastern pine, but their resemblance is far 
from the same. • 

Uncle Sam will make on investigation, 
through the inspectors, immediately.

FORMER RESIDENT DEAD 



WAS PARHAMITE BELIEVER 



Began to Act Strangely After She Became 

Affiliated With Partiamite Sect and 

Got Gift of Tongues 



Her mind unbalanced by the doctrines 
of Parhrmism, a love motive hinted back 
of the tragedy, Saturday night Florence 
Ferrin of Zion City committed suicide, first 
by taking wood alcohol in her room at the 
home, 2920 Elam avenue, and then by cast- 
ing herself into the lake 200 feet south of 
Twenty-ninth street. 

About a month ago Miss Ferrin received 
the "gift of tongues'* at a Parhnm meet- 
ing at the Haven and since that time has 
often expressed the hope that she were 
dead. She was of a melancholy and brood- 
ing nature. 

Saturday night it is said she had a quar- 
rel with her father, Wells Ferrin, who is 
stated to be a Parhamite and a disturber 
of Voliva meetings. What this quarrel 
was about little can be learned, but it is 
said the daughter claimed to have received 
a revelation ordering her father to Btop 
annoying Voliva. 

He refused and there was a stormy scene 
and the girl left the house. 

A sister, Miss Bernice, discovered the 
girl's absence when she came home from a 
party at 12 Saturday night. She gave the 
alarm and at 2 the search began. 

It wa* Ed, Connigan who found the girl's 
body in shallow water on the lake front. 
This was at 7:30 Sunday morning and 
barely had Connigan discovered the girl 
when her father came along with n horse 
and buggy. The girl was lifted into the 
buggy nnd removed to the main part of 
Zioh City, where the inquest was held. 

Traces of wood alcohol spilled on the 
floor of the girl's room and evidences that 
she swallowed some of it nnd threw it up 
afterward led to the conclusion that she 
took this poison first and then went to the 
lake, waded out, and deliberately drowned. 

Her sister, Alice, is a missionary in Af- 
rica and the entire family is of n sensitive- 
ly religious temperament. This is believ- 
ed to be at the bottom of the girl's trouble, 
with possibly a love motive underlying. 

While one of the dead girl's sisters is 
said to have been a cbum of Chester Gil- 
lette, executed for tbe murder of Billee 
Brown in New York, Florenc« Ferrin 
barely knew Gillette except through the 
other members of the family, and it is said 
never to have corresponded with him. 

She is said to have acted strangely ever 
since a time five weeks aero. 

There was no evidence of murder. Many 
believed at first thnt tbe case was of mur- 
der, but Coroner Taylor's iuquest disprov- 
ed this. 

The Zibn police. promise startling revela- 
tions in the case. Just what direction these 
will take is not known, but neighbors are 
said to have given the information that the 
Ferrins are poorly fed and that the parents 
refused to give the girls sufficient food, 
clothing or any pin money.

Wallace W. Bingham Passed Away After 
Short Illness of Two Days. 

After a brief illness of two days, Wal- 
lace W. Bingham passed away on the 
evening of May 20, at ten o'clock at his 
home in Chicago. 

He was born in the state of New York, 
oh November 5th 1828, where he pasBed 
the first five years of his life, at that age 
his parents moved to Medina county, Ohio 
remaining there until he had reached bis 
fourteenth year when they settled in Fort 
Wayne, Indiana. 

He was a lad of studious habits and 
greatly interested in all educational mat- 
ters, and taught his first term of school at 
the age of nineteen. At one time ho was 
considered among the best teachers in the 
southern part of Wisconsin, and many of 
our readers will remember him as a pop- 
ular instructor of a portion of their school 
day 8. 

On July 20, 1852, he was united in mar- 
riage to Minerva A. Drom of Antioch, III. 
making their home at this place until 
April 1864, when they moved to Chicago. 

Old business men of the city of Chicago 
will remember his efficient services in 
the Recorder's office from 18G8 to 1876. 

After the Ashtabula disaster, December 
29, 1876 in which his wife nearly loBt 
her life, they moved to Marengo, 111., 
staying there four years, then returning to 
Chicago, where he spent the sunset years 
of bis life. 

He was a member of the Masonic Fra- 
ternity and belonged to the Garfield lodge 
for many years. 

He was an active member of the Cen- 
tral Park Presbyteriun church, and rarely 
a Sabbath passed that did not find him 
morning and evening in his accustomed 
place, even on the lost sabbath of his life 
he was faithful in bis attendance morning 
and evening. 

His memory will long be cherished by a 
wide circle of friends. 

He leaves to mourn his loss a wife and 
an only daughter. 

The funeral was held in Chicago on 
Saturday last and the remains were 
brought here for interment in the Liberty 
cemetery. About twenty-three members 
of Garfield lodge accompanied the re- 
mains here and a Masonic burial waB given 
him, the service also being attended by a 
number.of the members of S°quoit .lodge 
A.'F. and A. M. 

The deceased was a relative of Wal- 
lace and D wight Drom of this place.

HIART BEATS GIVE WARNING. 



Irregular Action That Prtsagas At- 
tack of 8carlet Fever. 

The scarlet fever heart Is a pe- 
culiarity lately noticed for the first 
time, by a German medical man. 
With the stethoscope it Is recognized 
by a reduplication of the first heart 
sound, followed by "a rough rasping 
or scraping, and this appears at the 
onset of many cases of scarlet fever, 
often when no other symptoms are to 
be detected. In some epidemics these 
sounds may be heard In the majority 
of cases, while at other times they 
may be quite regularly absent Their 
presence is of great 'value in diagnosis 
and may be the only warning signal to 
guard against the spread of Infection. 
A boy who was pale, languid and 
anaemic had no other symptoms ex- 
cept the irregular heart sounds. From 
these his case was decided to be scar- 
let fever and subsequent peeling of 
the skin proved the correctness of the 
diagnosis. Certain children In the 
chickenpox ward of a hospital were 
restless and obviously ill. The heart 
Bounds Indicated scarlet fevor, and In 
these cases, too, desquamation fol- 
lowed, although there had - beon no 
eruption or other sign. Directly after- 
ward this ward had an outbreak of 
scarlet fever la Its usual form.

Canadian Takes Poison and 
Is Found Dead in Bed 
at Schwartz Hotel . 



EMPTY BOTTLE IS FOUND 



C. A. Watier Applied After Midnight for 

a Room and Chambermaid Finds His 

Lifeless Boby Next Morning 



Lying flat on his stomach, with his head 
hanging off the bed, while on the bed lay 
a bottle of poison believed by physicians to 
be cyanide of potassium, an open pearl 
handled knife, apparently new, and a new 
bulldog 32 caliber revolver, the body of one 
who signed his name on the hotel register 
as C. A. Watier of London, Ontario, Can- 
ada, was found by tbe chambermaid of the 
Hotel Schwartz, Waukegan, at 1:30 Satur- 
day afternoon. 

Deputy Coroner Edward Conrad was 
summoned by Mr. Markus, the new pro-, 
prietor of the hotel, and took charge of the 
remains. He has started an investigation' 
as to the cause of the man's demise. 

Entering the hotel at 11 o'clock Friday 
night, the man applied to the clerk for a 
room, telling him at that time that he had 
been referred to the hotel by Night Chief 
of Police Vogel. The man was immedi- 
ately assigned to room 25 on the second- 
floor, a room just next to that occupied by 
Manager Dalrymple of the Schwartz the- 
ater, and no more was seen of him until 
the discovery of his body. 

The chambermaid of the hotel was the 
first to discover the suicide. On passing 
the darkened room at noon, when making 
up the beds, she wondered if the room was . 
occupied and made an attempt to open the 
door. To her surprise the door yielded and 
there, lying before her, she witnessed for 
the first time tbe suicide on the bed. 

Rushing down the stairs' at breakneck 
speed, the maid rushed into the office of 
hotel and notified those present of the dis- 
covery. 

While a number present rushed to the 
suicide's room, others telephoned to the 
police headquarters and to Deputy Coroner 
Conrad. 

The dead wagon waB brought to tbe 
Bcene and the investigation started. 

A search by the coroner revealed the 
empty vial, a small wine glass, the opened 
knife and the loaded revolver. None 
showed use with the exception of the vial, 
which was empty. 

A card found in the man's pocket as- ' 
Bured the deputy coroner that the man had 
signed his correct name on the register, as 
here again waB found the name, C. A . 
Watier, London, Ontario, Canada. 

In the man's clothing were found a box 
of cigarette cigars, 81.94. a cheap Inger- 
soll watch, an extra pair of cheap cuff, but- 
tons and a small pip-plan pocketbook of 
the viriety commonly usad by Canadians. 

Later— A letter received by Chief of 
Police Tyrrell Wednesday morning from 
P. L. O'Brien, captain commanding of the 
detective bureau of Chicago, states that the 
man beyond a doubt is Chas. A. Wathiers 
of Chicigo, who left that city for EvansU n 
a week ago Saturday and has been nuasincr 
ever since.

DURING the latter part of the 
war, In 18G4, and until its 
close. In 1SG5, I was con- 
nected with the armies under 
Gen. Sherman, usually desig- 
nated tho Army of the Ten- 
nessee, the Army of the Cumberland 
and the Army of the Ohio, wrote Maj.- 
Gen. O. O. Howard. The campaigns 
were exceedingly active. From Chat- 
tanooga to Atlanta Sherman's soldiers 
were under fire every day, except the 
three just before crossing the Etowah, 
for 113 days. There was not a day or 
night in which there were no soldiers 
slain. The screeching shells burst 
over our heads while we were sleep- 
ing, but, wonderful to tell, the sol- 
diers had become so used to this con- 
flict that they lost very little sleep in 
consequence of the fitful and random 
firing at night 

In that period of 113 days there were 
19 sizable battles fought In one at- 
tack I made at Pickett's Mill I lost 
800 killed and three times as many 
wounded within the space of 15 min- 
utes. At night I sat among the 
wounded and realized something of 
the horrors of War. It seems to me to- 
day as I think of it like a terrible 
nightmare, but It was a more terrible 
reality, which I will not attempt to de- 
scribe. 

When I come to think of the "March 
to the Sea" and later the "March 
Through the Carollnas," what occurs 
to my memory first Is the exceeding 
hardihood of the soldiers. They re- 
covered quickly from their wounds, I 
mean from those that were not too 
severe, and there was scarcely any 
Illness. But when Columbia was on 
Are an untold number perished In the 
flames. Still more perished from ac- 
cidental explosion of confederate 
shells at Colombia and Cheraw. We 
like to turn away from the mangled 
corpses and distorted faces of the 
wounded that cannot be described. I 
feel the same horror and depression 
in view of these things as I did at 
Gettysburg, where on both sides up- 
ward of 50,000 men were placed hors 
de combat For several days poor fel- 
lows, union and confederate soldiers, 
waited In patience, unattended by sur- 
geons, simply because there were not 
enough of them. 

Without further detail. Imagine the 
joy that came over th» armies of Sher- 
man as they gathered about Ralefgh, 
N. O, In 1866, and were told that L**» 
had surrendered and that Grant had 
sent Lee's soldiers home to begin life 
anew; that Johnston had surrendered 
on the same terms as L#;e and all tfiflt 
belonged to Slocum's, Schofleld's and 
Howard's armies were to march on 
the morrow toward Washington. the 
capital of the nation, soon to {,*• mus- 
tered out of service and then to gri 
home. I remember the sudden fle$r*it' 
slon at the news of Lincoln's dea'h; 
but still this going home produced WO 
gTeat a joy to keep ever this catas- 
trophe of their heavy Joss very long 
before the'lr minds. They marched 
habitually at 20 miles a day from 
Raleigh to Richmond, and never 
seemed weary at tho cIoro of any 
day's march— tho camp fire was bright, 
tho old songs were sung over and over 
again and the comradeship knitted 
during tho war would never cease— it 
wan at Its best when tho word "peace" 
filled all tho air 

I know that wo woro proud when 
wo marched past the president of the 
.United States In our last groat re- 
view; hut, n» I remember It, it was a 
tearful pride oven then. A rogfinent

had gone out 1,000 strong; It had been 
recruited and re-recruited j it had been 
veteranized and added to In other 
ways; and now it was bringing home 
less than 300 of all the men who had 
gone out from that section of the 
country from which it had come. The 
joy of going home for the 300 was 
great but It was a tearful joy the in- 
stant one thought of the 800 or more 
who could not go home, who never did 
go home, who were buried somewhere 
In the broad land over which the 300 
had marched, and too often with a 
headpiece marked "Unknown." 

After the war I stood In the large 
cemetery near Murfreesboro, Tena., 
with Gen. R. B. Hayes (afterward 
president) and Mrs. Hayes. I remem- 
ber how Mrs. Hayes, who was an ex- 
ceedingly handsome woman, looked 
up Into the faces of the general and 
myself as her large, dark, speaking 
eyes were flooded with tears, when she 
said: "Just look there, that plot- of 
ground Is covered with headstones 
marked 'Unknown.' Unknown, un- 
known," she repeated, "and yet he 
gave his life that hla country might 
live!" 

It was a touching picture, but every 
time I think of It I say to myself: 
-Really, that 'unknown' soldier, ap- 
parently unknown, recorded unknown, 
was not really unknown. Somebody 
knew him. His comrades knew him. 
A mother, a sister, a wife and children. 
If he had them, knew him. There Is 
a better record somewhere than that 
In the soldiers' cemetery." Our faith 
Is so strong that we all believe In the 
resurrection nnd In the future life and 
havo a great satisfaction In feeling 
that no sacrifices and particularly not 
that of life Itself for duty, for what 
one sincerely believes to be duty, has 
ever been or ever will be made in 
vain. 

The saddest pictures of all, to my 
mind, aro those connected with a los- 
ing battle like that of Fredericksburg, 
and still more that of Chancellorsville. 
At Fredericksburg the army of Burn- 
side went straight forward to ita own 
destruction. The lines of Lee, half en- 
circling Burnslde's points of attack, 
were complete. It was like a trap Into 
which an animal deliberately puts his 
feet We sprang the trap, and It Is 
a wonder that Lee had not dealt with 
Burnslde's army as the sturdy Thomas 
dealt with Hood's at Nashville. I can 
see in my mind's eye those Immense 
plateaus In front of the Marve Heights 
and other confederate Intrenchments 
and barricades covered with tho dead 
and dying. The plateaus were fairly 
blue, as they were dotted with the 
Wearers of our uniform. 

Gen. Couch was standing by my side 
In the steeple "of a church, near the 
close of that battle, where we together 
were taking a fresh reconnoissance, 
when I noticed that his voice trembled 
as he spoke to me. He said: "Oh, Gen. 
Howard, look there! Look there! See 
the ground covered with tho boys In 
bine, and all to no purpose." 

After we had returned, all of us 
who could return, to the other shore 
of the Rappahannock, the depression 
of the soldiers was greater than at any 
other time during the war. We could 
hardly speak to each other. Now, after 
years, we can recognize the fact that 
our grief was balanced by the Joy of 
the confederates over a great victory, 
and yet not a decisive one, gained by 
them. 

At a moderate calculation tliero 
were sent into eternity more than a 
million of men, who left home In th? 
prime of health and In strength; more 
than a million of soul* by tho terrible 
conflict For one, I am glad. Indeed, 
that there is nn effort on foot to set- 
tle difficulties without bloodshed. Of 
course, the wnste of human life is not 
all of it. There Is In every war a waste 
of possession, a destruction of proper- 
ty and a degradation of character hard 
to avoid at the best. I know that thoro 
aro some things worse than death. I 
know that the union of «?ur states was 
worth all that It cost, and I know that, 
humanly speaking, It wo* necessary 
that wo should be purged as by flro; 
but Is it not wise how to do all that 
we can to hold up to tho world tho 
blessings of a groat peace; evon the 
pcaco that pnnsoth understanding, 
which never must exclude any of tho 
noblest qualities of a womanly woman 
or a manly man? 

A soul full of memorial greetings to 
all our sorrowing comrades of tho civil 
war.

South Bend, Ind. — James Brimming- 
stall, aged -10, is under arrest at 
Dowaglac, Mich., 27 miles from South 
Bend, charged with bIx murders. The 
police say he has already confessed 
to two. and Prosecutor Bresjjahart Is 
confident the prisoner will admit the 
other crimes. His arreBt followed an 
alleged attempt to make his wife his 
seventh victim. Sho escaped and ap- 
pealed to the police. It is probable 
that Brimmingstall will bo subjected 
to further "sweat-box" examinations, 
and that he will be held on a chnrgo 
of murdering David Huff hero last June. 
The police say he confessed to kill- 
ing a man in Kansas, who he had a 
grudge against, and was sentenced to 
ten years in the penitentiary. After 
his release he killed a companion aud 
received a sentence of three years. He 
gave no names. 

List of Alleged Victims. 
The list of^Brlmmlngstall's victims, 
according to the officers, is: 

Man In Kansas (name not given), 
Killed by Brimmingstall when 16 years 
old. 

Railroad man in Missouri, name un- 
.known, killed seven years ago. 

Two men sleeping In a tent In Mis- 
•Bouri, names unknown to officers. 
David Huff, Dowaglac, Juno, 1907. 
Smith Hortium, Dowaglac, February, 
1908. 

Mrs. Brimmingstall, apparently dis- 
tracted, appealed to Prosecuting At- 
torney T. J. Bresnahan for protection. 
She said that "Jim" was going to kill 
tier; she could not go to sleep for fear 
he would break Into tho house and 
murder her. She gave hints that led 
to the discovery that her husband has 
-a criminal record. 

Deeded Property; Supposed Slain. 
David Huff, an aged citizen of 
Dowaglac, went to tho Brimmingstall 
home to live a year and a half ago. 
He deeded them hlB property on their 
proposition to support him for tho 
remainder of his life. One night last 
June a scuffle was heard in an upper 
room of the house. Huff was found 
dead In bed with the bed clothing very 
much disturbed. Brimmingstall sold 
that Huff had some sort of violent ill- 
ness — colic or something like It, and 
accidentally choked himself to death 
•with tho bed clothing. Tho body of 
Huff was burled next day and the 
■apparent haste occasioned some com- 
ment. 

In February of this year Smith Hor- 
tjte»»#«anr>peared. There are several 
circumstances tending to connect 
Brimmingstall with tho disappearance 
of Hortium. Hortlum's body was 
found frozen In tho ice of a near-by 
sstream. His money had disappeared. 



Antwerp. — One of the worst rail* 
road accident a in* Europe in recent 
times occurred at Contlch, a station 
six miles southeast of this city on tho 
main line, at eight o'clock Thursday 
morning. The exact number of victims 
has not been determined, owing to 
tho difficulty of removing the bodies 
from tho debris, but tho latest esti- 
mate places tho number at 60 killed 
100 wounded. 

The catastrophe appears to have 
boen duo to a dofectlvo BWltch whero 
tho main line crosses a local lino. At 
this point a train, carrying a large 
number of pilgrims on tholr way to a 
local shrine, was standing. Into this 
the Antwerp-Brussels express dashed 
at a speed of 50 mlleB an hour, literal- 
ly leaping on top of it. The heavy 
coaches of tho express crushed the 
lighter train into splinters. Tho sides 
of tho express cars wero torn from 
their fastenings, tho floors practically 
collapsing, thus precipitating tho pas- 
sengers to the sldo of tho track unin- 
jured, whence they fled, frenzied, 
across the fields. But for this fact the 
death roll would bo much greater. 
Fow of the occupants of tho local 
train escaped alive. Those that wero 
not killed were badly injured, many of 
them mortally. Tho engineer and fire- 
man of tho express were both killed at 
their posts. 

Prince Albert went to Contlch in the 
evening and visited tho injured, hav- 
ing cancelled an engagement to pre- 
sldo nt a banquet nt Antwerp. 

With regard to the cause of tho col- 
lision, a railroad official stated that 
tho switches were being repaired and 
that a workman who had been placed 
at the temporary hand switch ap- 
peared to have made a mistake or else 
tho switch failed to act.

-with difficulty. One of thoso rescued, 
"!Mis3 Mary Cavett of Clarendon, was 
badly burned. Details of the tragedy 
are meager. The boat left Clarendon 
■early in the evening, bearing a merry 
iparty, who had planned to go several 
•miles down the river. When about 
•five miles below Clarendon the boiler 
►of the launch exploded, wrecking tho 
>boat and hurling tho occupants 
:Into tho. rlver,\whlch at this point, 
.more thnn 50 feet from shore. Is very 
deep. Few could swim, and some 
were stunned by the force of tho ex- 
plosion and went down before swim- 
mers In the party could make an ef- 
fort at rescue. The survivors were 
rfound on the river bank by runners 
•dispatched from hero because of the 
.prolonged absence of the party.

bb an accessory In the killing of Helge- 
leln, it was necessary to indict Mrs. 
Gunness as the principal. Lamphero 
now stands charged with arson, five j 
murders and being an accessory In tho 
Helgeleln murder. 

Separate bills were voted against 
Lamphere for the murder, In tho first 
degree, of Mrs. Belle Gunness and her 
throe children, Philip Gunness, Myrtle 
Sorenson and Lucy Sorenson. 

Tho digging Friday under the direc- 
tion of Sheriff Smutzer resulted in the 
unearthing of a human skull, which it 
was decided belongs to one of the 
bodies dug up In tho chicken yard two 
weeks ago. At that tlmo three skele- 
tons wero found In one hole, but there 
were only two skulls. The skull found 
wbb in a cess-pool, but why It was 
dropped thoro and the rest of the body 
burled In the little cemetery the au- 
thorities cannot explain. Long hair 
attached to the skull Is considered evi- 
dence that It Is that of a woman. Ono 
of the three dismembered bodies re- 
ferred to was that of a female.

New York. — Deflnito confirmation 
of the fact that Anna Gould, 
the divorced wife of Count Bonl do 
Castellane, was the bride of Prince 
Hello de Sagan when they sailed for 
Europe on April 11, aboard different 
steamships, was given by W. C. Bu- 
denbender, tho Hoboken justice of tho 
peace who officiated at their mar- 
riage. 

With great reluctance Justice Bu- 
denbender admitted that he had tied 
the knot under a pledge of tho great- 
est Becrocy, and that, to keep this, he 
had been prevented from making a re- 
port of the wedding to tho Hoboken 
board of health in 30 days, as is re- 
quired by the stato law. 



Austin, Tex. — A terrific wind 
and rainstorm that at times de- 
veloped Into a tornado swept Texas 
from the Panhandle to the gulf early 
Sunday. The destruction to crops, 
trees and shrubbery was tho greatest 
reported In years. 

In numerous places houses were un- 
roofed and small villages and hamlets 
in many Instances were Inundated by 
the terrific rainfall which, in the space 
of four hours, reached seven Inches In 
many sections. Austin was In the path 
of tho worst of the storm and for 
hours the streets were Impassable. 
Electric light and telephone connec- 
tions wero disabled and many houses 
were unroofed. 

Muskogee, Okla.— Not a railroad In 
Oklahoma is In operation ns a result 
of tho heavy rains and cloudbursts 
that have occurred In various parts 
of the state during the past three 
days. To add to the disaster, the 
main supplying natural gas to the In- 
dian Territory part of the stato was 
carried away with tho Clarksville 
bridge and the supply of gas for Mus- 
kogee and' several other cities In tho 
southeast part of tho stato has been 
entirely cut off. 

Guthrie, Okla.— All West Guthrie 
Is inundated, with from seven to ten 
feet of water rushing through tho 
streets. The Cottonwood river Is 25 
miles wide in places und Is still ris- 
ing. Not a train arrived In Guthrie 
Sunday. 

Tulsa, Okla. — As a result of an al- 
most Incessant downpour of rain 
in Oklahoma for the post three days, 
the Arkansas river has risen 13 feet 
and is still steadily rising. At six 
o'clock Sunday night the river had 
reached the highest point In 14 years. 
PartB of West Tulsa and Jenks, 14 
miles south of here, are Inundated and 
the Inhabitants are moving from their 
homes. 



PRIEST STABBED IN CHURCH. 



Missouri Farmer, Seemingly Deranged, 
Wounds His Pastor. 

Salisbury, Mo. — Roy. Father Joseph 
F. Lubeley, aged 33 years, pastor of 
SL Joseph's Catholic church of Sal- 
isbury', was stabbed twlco with a 
pocket knife and perhaps fatally in- 
jured In church Sunday morning by 
Joseph Schuette, a prosperous farmer 
living nenr here and n member of tho 
church, who Is believed to have be- 
come suddenly demented. 

The stabbing occurred In view of 
400 worshipers, many of them wom- 
en. The injured man was taken to a 
nearby residence, whero his wounds 
were attended to by physicians. His 
condition is critical. 

Immediately aftor Father Lubeley 
had finished high mass he started to 
leave tho church. At the door ho 
was rushed upon suddenly from be- 
hind by Schuette, who stabbed him 
twice, felling him. Tho first blow 
from tho knife* struck tho priest in the 
temple and tho second cut a deep 
gash in tho neck, just missing the jug- 
ular vein. Tho crazed man was about 
to stab tho priest a third tlmo when 
Mrs. Barbara Glnter and John Gates, 
both members of the church, caught 
his uplifted hand. In tho Btrugglo 
which followed Schuette stabbed 
Mrs. Glnter In tho hand and Inflicted 
a painful cut on Gates' arm. A dozen 
men came to the aid of Mrs. Glnter 
and Gates and overpowered Schuette. 
Struggling and fighting, ho was taken 
to jail. •

Secretary Wade of Michigan Resigns 
Because of Charges. 



Ann Arbor. — James H. Wade, for 25 
years secretary of the University of 
Michigan, submitted his resignation 
Friday to the board of regents and 
it was unanimously accepted. The 
resignation followed an Investigation 
of the university finances, which At- 
torney General Byrd has been pursu- 
ing for several weeks. The Investiga- 
tion centered around tho alleged Im- 
proper ubo of university property, 
such as coal and painting and building 
materials and workmen's time, to an 
amount estimated at about $5,000. 
Prof. Martin L. D'Oage was appointed 
acting secretary to sign this year's 
diplomas. 



Mistrial In Case Against Former Boss 
of San Francisco. 

San Francisco. — After being out 
for 43% hours, tho jury in the trial 
of Abraham Ruof, tho former po- 
litical boss of San Francisco, and cen- 
tral figure in the bribery-graft proso- 
cutlon, against whom wholesale IndlcU 
ments were returned, failed to agree 
upon a verdict and was discharged at 
five o'clock Thursday aftornoon by 
Judge Mnurlco T*. Doollng. 

The specific chnrgo against Ruef in 
the trial just closed was tho offer of a 
bribe of $1,000 to former Supervisor 
Jennings Phillips to Influence his vote 
favorably upon an nlnr.trlc railroad 
franchise applied for by tho Parkside 
Realty company. The Jury stood six 
to six upon the first ballot and re- 
mained so without a change during 
tho 13 ballots taken. It was learned 
that tho question upon which tho Jury 
split was tho credibility of the wit- 
nesses. There still remain 111 indict- 
ments pending against Ruof.

Mon Attacked In New York Resist 

Bravely and Save $43,000 

with Aid of Plucky 

Waitress. 

Now York. — In broad daylight and 
In ono of tho densely populated por- 
tions of the city threo thugs late Mon- 
day afternoon made a daring attempt 
to hold up and rob a trio of bank 
messengers ns thoy woro carrying 
$43,000 In cash from ono of tho bank's 
branches to its main building. 

Black pepper was showored upon 
tho moBsongors, ono of them was hit 
with a blackjack and another slashed 
with a knife in tho desperate effort of 
their assailants to solzo tho money 
and cscapo with It before tho arrival 
of assistance. That they failed to got 
clear with tho vnllsoe filled with coin 
and bills which tho bank employes 
woro carrying was due to the stub- 
bornness with which the messengers 
resisted tho attack and to the bravery 
of a young Polish waitress In a res- 
taurant. 

The messengers wero employes of 
tho Jefferson bank and woro on tholr 
way from tho branch nt Clinton and 
Houston streets to tho main bank on 
Canal street. On First streot threo 
men Jumped upon them and threw 
popper In their faces, tho leading thug 
attacking Samuel Edelman, who car- 
ried tho bulk of tho money, grabbing 
his money bng and attempting to run 
with 1L The other thugs took care of 
Joseph H. Volsor and Abraham Stern, 
tho other messengers. 

Edelman tried to shake his assailant 
off, but was faring badly under tho 
pummellng when Mrs. Eva Javornlcka, 
waitress in a nearby restaurant 
grabbed the leader of the attacking 
band by the arm. Sho screamed so 
loudly for help that a patrolman camo 
running up, frightening the other two 
thugs away, and was right at the heols 
of the rann who had attacked Edel- 
man by the time ho had managed' to 
shake himself free from tho waitress. 
Tho fugitive was captured. 

The man arrested gave his name as 
Caslmo Roccobono. Tho police later 
arrested Rlccobono's father, Giovanni 
Rlccobono, and his two brothers, Sal- 
vatorl and Dameano Rlccobono, who 
nro held as suspects for a further ex- 
amination. 



THAW MUST STAY IN ASYLUM. 



Justice Morschauser Decides the Pris- 
oner Is Still Insane. 

Poughkeepsle, N. Y.-— Harry K. 
.Thaw, the slayer of Stanford White, 
must stay In the asylum. This is tho 
decision of Justice Morschauser of 
tho supreme court, filed Monday In 
the matter of Thaw's application for 
release on a writ of habeas corpUB. 

Doth points brought up by.Thaw'B 
attorneys are decided against him.
